BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 27.—Seven hun- 
dred and fifty thousand people saw the 
parade of over 25,000 Sir Knights 
Templar today, and with one accord 
pronounced it the grandeBt pageant 
ever witneBsed in Boston. 


People were everywhere; in the 
streets, on the sidewalks, on the roofs 
of buildings and street cars, and cling- 
ing to the tops of telegraph poles when 
ever the vigilance of the police and 
linemen was relaxed for a moment; in 
wagons and drays, filled with seats, in 
the side streets and on hundreds of 
grand stands, large and small, along the 
route. 


The clear skies and sunshine of the 
past two days had given away to a par- 
tially clouded sky, but finally the sun 
broke through the clouds, vigorously 
endeavoring to drive the mists away. 


Although a majority 'of the Sir 
Knights spent last night, until a late 
hour, entertaining friends or being en- 
tertained. they were astir early this 
morning. 


Trains from every direction brought 
thousands of uniformed Templars and 
their friends to swell the host. At the 
depots the crowds were of almost suflfo 
eating density. From every state com- 
manderies began to arrive at an early 
hour and thousands of spectators came 
with them. The streets near the depots 
echoed with the din of scores of bands 
and the tramp of arriving knights and 
their escorts. The railroad men were 
completely overwhelmed by the magni- 
tude of the crowd. 


Everywhere within a radius of twenty 
miles of the state house, the day is 
practically a holiday. 
Most of the fac- 
tories in near-by cities are closed and 
the operatives helped to swell the 
crowds who watched the procession. 
The police appointments were well 
nigh perfect. 


Shortly before the parade started, 
platoons of oflicers cleared every street 
through which the Sir Knights were to 
pass and roped them off, and until the 
last division had passed no traffic of any 
kind was allowed on those thorough- 
fares. 


The lines of the parade were formed 
in thirteen divisions in a column of 
double sections. At 9 o'clock the com- 
manderies of the first division began to 
gather on the south side of Common- 
wealth avenue, near Berkeley street, 
and at about the same hour the other 
divisions began to take up their posi- 
tions in the avenue of the Bay district. 
There was the usual delay consequent 
to the formation of great processions, 
but all was in readiness shortly after 
10 o'clock and by 10:30 the long line 
was in motion, the signal for the start 
being greeted by the cheers and salutes 
of 10,000 people that gathered near the 
start. 


As the great body of knights moved 
down Commonwealth avenue the spec- 
tacle was an inspiring one. Th e music 
of 100 bands and the applause of the 
thousands of people filled the air. 
Gaily bedecked horses pranced at the 
head of each division, while the con- 
trast of the dignified black cloth of the 
uniforms, of the waving of the rich 
plumes and the silver and gold em- 
blems which are conspicuous in the 
Templar's uniform, combined to pre- 
sent a scene that was pleasing and 
impressive.

GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF THE ACCIDENT. 
Captain Jacobs, of the Adelaide- 
made a statement today regarding the 
collision. He said he was at the wheel 
when the Perseus struck the yacht. 
His boat was thrown broadside against 
the steamer and was rapidly nearing 
the port paddle wheel when he ran for- 
ward, caught the rail of the steamer, 
helped one woman aboard and the next 
instant found himself forced to board 
the steamer as the boats parted. He 
later returned to the yacht by the 
steamer's 
life 
boat 
and 
steered 
the Alelside, which was not seriously 
damaged, to the quarters of the 
Atlantic Ya^ht club South Brooklyn. 
When the 
Adelaide 
reached the 
yacht club house she had aboard 
five 
persons, 
the 
captain,

steward 
and the boy, La^yette 
Jacques, of the crew, and Mr. Evans 
and Miss Norton. 
Mrs. Evans and 
Doran, ^ne of the crew, were taken on 
board the Perseus. 
Neither the cap- 
tain nor the steward observed Mr. 
Inman's movements after the collision. 
B. S. Clarke, who is associated with 
Mr. Inman in business, said that he 
felt great anxiety for Mr. Inman's 
safety. He thought it almost certain 
that if the missing yachtsman were in 
a position to do so, he would have com- 
municated with his friends at once. 
Mr. Inman was a strong swimmer and 
might have made either shore of the 
narrows, but in a condition too ex- 
hausted to send word.

WILL BE EVICTED. 


Settlers Receive Notice to 
Tbeir Liands. 


Quit 


The Order Issues From the War De 
partmcnt and It Deprives 1,.500 
Persons of Their Homes. 


PORT 
TOWNSEND, Wash., Aug. 27.— 
Consternation has been caused in this 
and adjoining counties by the appear- 
ance of an army lieutenant and a squad 
of men with instructions to all settlers 
on government reserves to vacate the 
same before September 15 or be re- 
moved by the troops. This move is the 
outcome of a recent order of the war 
department and it is conservatively es- 
timated that 1,500 settlers will lose 
their homes. In early days when the 
settlement of Washington was begin- 
ning the government took occasion to 
set aside much valuable land on which 
it was intended to establish the In- 
dians. 
These 
reserverations 
on 
the part of the government exceeded 
the needs of the occasion and as it 
never made an attempt to take up the 
lands, many pioneers settled upon the 
tracts which, by intelligent cultivation, 
have been developed into the finest 
farming lands in the state. It is feared 
here that trouble will ensue should the 
government attempt to forcibly take 
from the settlers the homes which they 
have built by many years of toil. It 
was claimed by some that this action 
of the department is simply prelimin- 
ary to the extensive and much needed 
fortification of Puget Sound.

Dr. C. B. Stemen, the dean of 
Fort Wayne Medical college and one 
of the prominent physicians of this 
city, contributes for T H E 
SENRN-EI,

interesting 
article 
on the cremation 
of the 
dead, 
and as it is a subject which is 
now coming up for discussion, we give 
it publication, feeling confident it will 
interest a large number of our readers. 
In this connection T H E SENTINEL also 
gives a synopsis of the sermon, deliver- 
ed on Sunday evening by Rev. James 
S. Ainslie, the pastor of the Congrega- 
tional church of this city, on the same 
subject. Boih of the gentlemen take 
strong grounds against the incineration 
of the dead. The article of Dr. Stemen 
is as follows: 


At the time that the great American 
surgeon, Prof, S. D. Gross, requested 
that his body should be cremated and 
which was accordingly done, there 
were a number of societies organized 
for the purpose of establishing crema- 
tories in different parts of this country, 
but up to the present time they have 
not been liberally patronized. 
Crema- 
tion has been practiced 
from the 
earliest times and among many nations. 
It was practiced by some of the west- 
ern people and is now in India and 
some other countries of Asia and by a 
few tribes of North American Indians as 
well as by a very small per cent, in this 
country. As stated before, the greatest 
revival of this subject in this country 
was after the death of the distinguish- 
ed surgeon. Prof, S. D. Gross. He was 
favorably and extensively known both 
in this country and, in fact, among 
many nations as the greatest of Ameri- 
can surgeons, and as he selected this 
mode of disposing of his body, many of 
his admirers made similar requests; 
but up to the present but few have 
followed his example. The crematories 
then established have had but few 
bodies to cremate. 


Recently this subject has again been 
revived and an effort made to have 
other crematories established. 


In this city the Allen county medi- 
cal society passed resolutions recom- 
mending cremation as the best method 
of disposing of our dead. 
We were not 
present at this meeting or their would 
have been one vote cast against the 
resolution. 


The grounds on which its adoption is 
urged are those of economy, sanitation 
and the horror of the slow process of 
decomposition in the earth. There are 
in our opinion some serious objections 
to be urged against cremation. We 
would not object on the grounds of 
the Christian religion. Yet we learn 
from history that it was given up in 
Europe as Christianity spread and dis- 
appeared in Roma during the fourth 
century. There is no record that it 
has ever been customarily employed 
by any Christian nation. The burial 
of the dead is in accordance with the 
teachings of the Bible. And we do not 
believe that any of the advocates of 
cremation would want to live in any 
community where the Bible was not 
read or believed and the best educated 
men living any where are the believers 
in the word of God and the «nore 
closely any people live in obedience to 
its teachings the happier and more 
prosperous they are. 


As stated before we do not oppose 
cremation on this ground, for the God 
we worship can hold all the atoms of 
matter in the graep of his omnipotence 
and it matters not whether the body 
be rapidly decomposed by fire or the 
slower process of decomposition in the 
earth. 
The great "I Am" will watch 
that dust or ashes and whatever portion 
or particle (if any) is necessary to 
constitute identity will be brought 
forth. 


But there are other grounds on 
which we oppose cremation. 
The one 
most important objection is that it 
would destroy the evidence of foul play 
snd many murders would bo committed 
by the giving of deadly poisons, that now 
probably end only in suits for divorce 
etc. This objection is a serious one, 
which in our opinion will prevent it 
from ever becoming generally adopted. 


We know of quite a number of mur- 
ders committed in this and other states 
where no suspicion was aroused at the 
time of death and in some cases not for 
some time after the body had been 
buried, when one circumstance after 
another aroused the suspicion of friends 
and investigations resulted in finding 
that a murder had been committed by 
the administration of a deadly- poison. 
The protection of human life demands 
that the bodies be buried and not in- 
cinerated, as this would destroy all 
evidence of foul play. 


In regard to economy there is no 
argument that we have yet seen that 
makes it any more economical than 
that of burial. 


As to cremation being better in a 
sanitary point of view, we have never 
seen any scientific arguments 
that 
prove this to ba true. The earth is the 
best disinfectant that we have any 
knowledge of and, while heat such as 
is neccseary to incinerate the body cer- 
tiinly vfill destroy all germs, so with 
the earth, we believe that it as efl'ec- 
tuully destroys all the diseased germs 


Some may ask about typhoid fever 
germs—they live in water. 
Yes, but 
not in tlie earth. 
We challenge any 
one to show us a single case oi infec- 
tion that can be traced to our ceme- 
teries, It cannot be done. 
Conse- 


quently this argument in favor of ere. 
mation fails. But the one great objec 
tion against cremation is the fact of 
covering up crime by destroying all 
evidence that could convict the guilty 
parties.

THE SERMON OF REV. AIN'SLIE. 


T H E SENTINEL would be glad to give 
the sermon in full of Rev. Ainslie, for 
it was an able effjrt, and preached to a 
large audience, but the crowded condi- 
tion of cur columns necessitates the giv- 
ing only of a synopsis of the discourse, 
which is as follows: 


"By faith Joseph, when he died, 
made mention of the departing of the 
children of Israel, and gave command- 
ment concerning his bones." 


This is a remarkable record, said the 
speaker, of a dying statesman's anxiety 
concerning his bones. Egypt was the 
world's capital and the very center of 
the world's civilization. 
Joseph was 
the real ruler of the realm, though he 
was second to the king. 


But in his dying hour he cares for 
none of these things. His last message 
was: "Swear to me that you will carry 
my bones back to Palestine, to the 
sepulcher of my fathers, where Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob rest. 
Let me 
slumber with them." 


Why should Joseph give this special 
message concerning his burial? Why 
should we, as Christian people, have 
any thought about the final disposition 
of our bodies, after death? 


In the first place, we should regard 
the body as sacred, because we are 
fearfully and wonderfully made. Schol- 
ars tell us that matter has fulfilled its 
mission now that the body stands erect, 
throbbing with a living brain, and 
beating in a living heart. 
Man's body 
is the gem and crown of God's physical 
creation. Therefore, it should be treat- 
ed with care in life, and with honor in 
death. 


Secondly, The body is sacred, be- 
cause it is the instrument of the soul 
The body is the temple in which I live, 
the instrument through which I do all 
my work in this world. The soul is a 
city, and the five senses are gateways 
through which pass all earth's sights 
and sounds. Through the ear we have 
heard the messages of love, and a thou- 
sand pleasant notes. How do hand 
and vision protect us in danger! What 
joy we have had invoice! It carries 
warning and alarm. 
Thus the body 
serves the soul, and becomes sacred by 
service. 


3. Then the body is sacred by rea- 
son of its associations. It is a law of 
our 
being 
that objects and places 
connected 
with 
life's 
deep 
joys 
and 
sorrows 
become 
themselves 
sacred through these associations. The 
bird lines its nest with down from its 
own bosom. Thus, the heart, going for- 
ward in life, leaves behind some trea- 
sure, and perfumes its path. 
Memory 
hangs on the tree the whispered con- 
fession made beneath its branches. No 
palace so memorable as the little house 
where you were reared. 
Noteworthy 
forever the cottage where Shakespeare 
dwelt. But no building ever showed 
such handiwork as the temple built by 
divine skill. Go.d hath made the soul's 
house fair to look upon. 
Death may 
close the doors, darken its windows, 
and pull down its pillars; still, its very 
ruins are precious, to be guarded with 
jealous care. 


But the objector says: "Should a 
man care for the old coat or worn-cut 
shoe? And what more is the body 
after death?' 


But if it is your mother's? Do you 
remember her love for you, her care, 
her nursing you in sickness, her prayers, 
and tears in your behalf? And when 
she dies is that body, which has been 
identified with these ministries, to be 
treated as nothing, and cast into the 
furnace? 


4. Still, further, this feeling of re- 
spect for the body also has a powerful 
reflex influence on our treatment of the 
poor. If a poor man, dying, is treated 
according to his value in society, there 
is suggested that most dismal of Hood's 
poems: 


"Rattle his bones 
Over t}ie '-tones: 
It's onl.v a pauper 
Whom nobody owns." 
But if every poorest man is a child of 
God, and destined to immortality, then 
his body cannot be treated with indig- 
nity without a shock to our humane 
feelings. 


5. I mention one more reason why 
we should hold our bodies in honor in 
life, and for an honorable burial in 
death; namely, the sense of identity is 
largely dependent upon it. The body 
is a registering 
machine. 
Every 
thought ot the brain, every aspiration 
of the soul is registered on our faces. 
The base and vulgar man carries the 
sign of his depravity in his counten- 
ance. The saint is good looking. And 
while the self-same body is not raised 
out of the grave, yet the spiritual body 
is like unto it. 


All these considerations will oppose 
a lasting resistance to the paganism of 
burning the dead, now sought to be in- 
troduced. It is against nature and 
revolting to all the finer sensibilities of 
the heart. It is the liberty of all who 
wish for incineration to have it. It is 
urged for sanitary reasons and as a 
matter of convenience. But it will 
never become popular, for all the asso- 
ciations of our English-speaking and of 
üur German-apeaking populations aie 
violated by the attempt to supercede 
our whole literature, by reducing our 
friouds at once to ashes, and putting 
them in urns, like labeled sweetmeats 
on our shelves! 


Could anyone sing at the mouth of 
the furnace, that grandest 
lyric of 
death in the English Language? ' l^n- 
veil thy besom, faithful tomb," etc. 


So let us live that this body shall 


itself be a cluster of associations and 
sanctities, and dying, as to the outward 
and physical life, we shall leave a mem- 
ory, a faith, clustering affection, spirit- 
ual elements and a glorious reappear- 
ing when Christ shall come to call us 
home.

an innocent man has suffered death as 
a result of lynch law.

The total for July this 
year was 2.477,000 tons, which is much 
greater than was ever known bgfore, 
notwithstanding the fact that another 
canal has been built on the Canadian 
side which gets ite share of the traffic. 


THE estimated sales of commercial 
fertilizers in Indiana during the year

KNOX, Ind., Aug. 27.—By the fortu- 
nate discovery of their plans yesterday 
four prisoners confined in the county 
jail 
were prtvented from escaping.

THE LAW AND THE WHEEL. 


the 
Jndge Gnnster Says a Bicycle Has 
Same Bigrhts as Other Vehicles. 


Judge Gnnster of Lackawanna county 
has defined in an elaborate opinion the 
legal status of the bicycle in Pennsyl- 
vania. This opinion establishes the fact 
that the bicycle is a vehicle and has the 
same ri^it on tho highway as other ve- 
hicles. 
Ite proper place is upon the 
street or driveway and not on the side- 
walk. If a bicycle traveler has occasion 
to stop on the way he may leave his ve- 
hicle for a reasonable length of time on 
the side of the highway or street placed 
in a proper nranner so as not unduly to 
interfere with the rights of others while 
he is calling art; the residence or place of 
business of an abutting owner or occu- 
pant, and the person who negligently 
injures a vehicle so left is liable for the 
full amount of the damages caused by 
his negligence. 


This is rational law, and when under- 
stood by the drivers of horses will re- 
lieve bicycle riders of much annoyance. 
The average driver considers the bicy- 
clist as an intruder and a nuisance, hav- 
ing no rights to the road and no title to 
consideration. 
Many of them, so iar 
from trying to avoid collision with a bi- 
cycle resting by the curb, will go out of 
their way to smash it. 
When they un- 
derstand that fun of this character 
means the price of a new bicycle out of 
their own pockets, they will take a lit- 
tle pains to drive around and not over 
a resting bicycle. 
The bicycle men and 
the horsemen have exactly the same 
rights on the street, and each must ex- 
ercise those rights so as not to interfere 
with the other's.—Philadelphia Press.

It was already burned." 


"Can you bound the section?" 
"Yes; draw a line from St. Joseph, 
Mo., to Columbus, Neb., and all that 
triangular section of this line to within 
20 miles of the Missouri is dried u p - 
ruined. '' 


"What will the crop be worth?" 
"At 25 cents a bushel it will bring 
$800,000,000. .Now," continued Mr. 
Perkins, "compare this corn crop with 
the cotton crop. 
Last year the south 
raised 9,000,000 bales of cotton, for 
which the farmer got $25 a bale, or 
$225,000,000. Abale of cotton is worth 
about the same as an Iowa hog. No sin- 
gle man in the south can make over 
eight "bales of cotton. 
What would be 
the poverty of an Iowa farmer with on- 
ly eight hogs to show in the fall? 


"Then think how many people this 
com crop would feed in China and Jap- 
an, where four bushels of millet, barley 
or rice is a year's ration. 
Why, our 
corn crop would feed 625,000,000 peo- 
ple !"—Chicago Times-Herald.

Knights spent last night, until a late 
hour, entertaining friends or being en 
tertained, they were astir early thii 
morning. 


Trains from every direction broughl 


thousands of uniformed Templars anc 
their friends to swell the host. At the 
depots the crowds wtre of almost suffo 
eating density. From every state com- 
manderies began to arrive at an early 
hour and thousands of spectators came 
with them. The streeti near the depots 
echoed with the din of scores of bands 
and the tramp of arriving knights and 
their escorts.

Both of the gentlemen take 


strong giounda agamat the incineration 
of the dead. The article of Dr Stomen 
is as follows. 


At the time that the great American 


surgeon, Prof. S D Gross, requested 
that his body should be cremated and 
which was accordingly done, there 
were a number of societies organised 
"or the purpose of establishing crema- 
ories in different parts of this country, 
iut up to the present lime they have 
not been liberally patronized. 
Crema- 


,ion 
has been practiced 
from 
the 


earliest times and among many nations. 
.t waa practiced by some of the west- 
irn people and is now in India and 
ome other countries of Asia and by a 
few tribes of North American Indians as 
well as by a very small per cent in this 
country. AB stated before, the greatest 
revival of this subject in this country 
was after the death of the distinguish- 
ed surgeon, Prof. 8. D Gross. He was 
favorably and extensively known both 
in this country and, in fact, among 
many nations as the greatest of Ameri- 
can surgeons, and as he selected this 
mode of disposing of his body, many of 
his admirers made similar requests, 
but up to the present but few have 
followed his example. The crematories 
then established have had but few 
bodies to cremate 


Recently this subject has again been 


revived and an effort made to have 
other crematories established. 


In this city the Allen county medi- 


cal society passed resolutions recom- 
mending cremation as the best method 
of disposing of our dead. We were not 
present at this meeting or their would 
have been one vote cast against the 
resolution. 


The grounds on which its adoption is 


urged are those of economy, sanitation 
and the horror of the slow process of 
decomposition in the earth. There ara 
in our opinion some serious objections 
to be urged against cremation. We 
would not object on the grounds of 
the Christian religion. Ytt we learn 
from history that it was given up in 
Europe ns Christianity spread and dis- 
appeared in Kome during the fourth 
century. There is no record that it 
has ever been customarily employed 
by any Christian nation. The burial 
ol the dead is in accordance with the 
teachings of the Bible. And we do not 
believe that any of the advocates of 
cremation would wnnt to live in any 
community where the Bible was not 
read or believed and the best educated 
men living any where are the believers 
in the word of God and the more 
closely any people live in obedience to 
its teachings the happier and more 
prosperous they are. 


As stated before we do not oppose 


cremation on this ground, for th« God 
we worship can hold all the atoms of 
matter in the grasp of his omnipotence 
and it matters not whether the body 
39 rapidly decomposed by fire or the 
slower process of decomposition in the 
earth. The great "I Am" will watch 
;hat dust or ashes and whatever portion 
or particle (if any) is necessary to 
constitute identity will be brought 
forth. 


But there are other grounds on 


which we oppose cremation. 
The one 


most important objection is that it 
would destroy the evidence of foul play 
snd many murders would bo committed 
by the giving of deadly poisons, that now 
wobably end only in suits for divorce 
eto 
This objection is a serious one, 


whioh in our opinion will prevent it 
'rom ever becoming generally adopted. 


We know of quite a number of mur- 


ders committed in this and other states 
where no suspicion was aroused at the 
;ime of death and in some cases not for 
some time after the body had been 
juried, when one circumstance after 
another aroused the suspicion of friends 
and investigation!! resulted in finding 
/hat a murder had been committed by 
;he administration of a deadly poison. 
The protection of human life demands 
/hat the bodies be buried and not in- 
cinerated, as this would destroy all 
evidence ol foul play. 


In regard to economy there is no 


argument that we have yet seen that 
makes it any more economical than 
:hat of burial. 


As to cremation being better in a 


sanitary point of view, we have never 
seen any scientific arguments that 
>rove this to be true. Tho earth is the 
jest disinfectant that we have any 
cuowledgo of and, while heat such as 
s necessary to incinerate the body cer 
iiinly will destroy all germs, so with 
;he earth, we behove that it us eff'ec- 
iually destroys all the diseased germs 


Some may ask about typhoid fever 


;erms—they live in water. 
Yes, but 


not in the earth. 
We challenge »ny 


one to show us a single ca?e of infec- 
tion that c»n be traced to our ceme- 
teries. It cannot be done,

Why should Joseph give this special 


message concerning his burial? Why 
should we, as Christian people, have 
any thought about the final disposition 
of our bodies, after death?

Schol- 
ars tell us that matter has fulfilled its 
mission now that the body stands erect, 
ihrobbing with a living brain, and 
jeating m a living heart.
